Cities Do Not Vote 
•On The One Mill 
/ 
Tax Issue 


Election officials have been nam­ 
ed, voting precincts are in readiness 
and the final arguments In the cam­ 
paign favoring the passage of the one 
mill school tax are being told. Satur­ 
day the voters over Morgan county, 
with the exception of the municipal­ 
ities of Albany-Decatur, go to the 
polls to declare themselves either in 
favor of or opposed to lengthening 
the county school term to five months. 
Ih the dvent that the issue is not car­ 
ried both county and city school au­ 
thorities are firm in the belief that 
the county has taken a decided back - 
ward step. 
Only an optimistic outlook was seen 
today however, and the* school author­ 
ities declared that the one mill tax 
will bp continued by an overwhelming 
majority, 
County Superintendent of Educa­ 
tion B. L. Hays reviewed the situa­ 
tion today in the following terms. 
‘On next Saturday, July 11th 
a 
most important election will be held 
in every voting precinct in the county 
outside Alhanyjynd Decatur. 
At this time it becomes necessary to 
revote the 
county-wide 
one 
mill 
school tax, or lose it as a source of 
maintainance of the schools 
outside 
the two cities mentioned, these cities 
having an extra three mills, allowed 
by -the constitution, are not allowed 
to participate. 
‘This tdx will not be a burden, as 
it has been levied for twenty years, 
and will not increase the present tax 
a penny, 
The need for it is great 
since the number of children is con­ 
stantly on the increase and the mon­ 
ey to support the schools Is decreas­ 
ing.

“The money raised from this tax 
will be dufffcisnt *° run the county 
schools oha month, or in other words 
if the tax fails, it will be necessary 
to shorten the schools to four months 
but if the tax carries it is the purpose 
of the board to run the schools five 
months. 
Much of the tax is paid by 
railroads, telegraphs, telephones, and 
other utilities, and also much of it is 
paid by non-resident tax payers. 
“The incorporated cities can 
themselves and raise funds and 
are 
doing so in order to maintain schools 
for nine months, but the country dis­ 
tricts can not do this. 
There is no 
reason why the child in the country 
should be denied the opportunity to 
Secure an education. 
“Good schools ara being built in the 
country districts, but it takes money 
to get competent teachers. No money 
is being wasted. 
There just 
isn 
enough of it. If it was needed twenty 
years ago, when it was first voted, it 
ii needed worse now. - 
‘Educated people may fail, but We 
do not expect it. Ignorant people may 
succeed, but we scarcely hope for it, 
‘Vote this tax for your children’s 
•*ke.”
